There (s little doubt from al} concerned that Canberra City has 
had a very creditable beginning fn the Philips League. For a 
start about 1500 spectators have attended every gare, and apart 
from the Brisbane Lions match, have got their money's worth. 
But 45 ts 1s0 obvious that this ctowd support has to increase 
by 1000 per game, if City 1s to compete on equal terms next 
season, This will probably mean playing Sunday not Saturday 
fixtures. Is that option good for soccer in Canberra? 


I cannot give an answer, but f that fs the last resort, the 
only way Canberra can survive, then every effort by the A.C.1. 
Soccer Federation must be made for increased spectator suppart 
for City. 


Another urgent problem 1s a decent ground. Bruce Stadium 15 ¢ 
available for City matches, and it represents the best spectator 
facilities in Canberra. But will spectators travel to Bruce 
regularly? Would they 90 to Bruce other than during footbal? 
fixtures to enjoy possible Social Club facilities? Should 
Eanberra City concentrate on leasing sone other enclosed oval 
from the Department? Again, a. thorny issue for City in 
consultation with the A.C.T: Soccer Federation. 


The rest of the A.c.T Soccer Federation 3150 must look to the 
future and deternine its priorities. Are there enough referees 
for 1978?
